In accord with due previous notice the Merrimack Coun- 
ty delegates met at the County Farm where dinner was 
served under the direction of County Commissioners after 
which a meeting was called, Chairman Parsons presiding, 
where roll was called and 37 members responded. 

A quorum declared present. Minutes of previous meet- 
ings read and approved. 

Mr. Fish of Warner, Chairman of Special Committee, re- 
ported the committee had attended its duty and submitted 
the following budget of estimated net County expenses for 
each year 1926 and 1927 as presented by the County Com- 
missioners :

The County Convention of 1923 voted an appropriation 
of $103,400 for the expenses of the County for each of the 
years 1924 and 1925. In addition to this an additional ap- 
propriation of $4500 was voted for the benefit of the Farm 
Bureau for the year of 1924. An appropriation of $4,250 
was also voted to this organization for the year 1925 mak- 
ing the total $107,900 appropriation for the year 1924, and 
for the year 1925, $107,650. 

The county report for 1924 now in the hands of the 
printer, shows that the total receipts for the year includes 
income from the farm and sources, were $126,705.55 and 
net expenses were $125,850.90, which leaves a balance of 
$850.64 inside the appropriation for the year. 

We do not believe there is any occasion or necessity for 
any increase in appropriations for 1926 or 1927, and we 
would recommend that appropriations not in excess of the 
present amount of $107,650 be made for the years 1926 and 
1927. 

This will not increase the County tax, which we do not 
think should be done at this time.

REPORT OF THE COUNTY COMMISIONERS 


To the Citizens of Merrimack County: 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of 
New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Merrimack County 
herewith present the annual report of the County Com- 
missioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of Farm and House 
of Correction, Clerk of the Superior Court, Sheriff, Jailor, 
Solicitor, Farm Physician, Chaplain and Auditors for the 
year ending December 31, 1925. 


CouNTy FARM 


The County Farm at Gerrish, in the town of Boscawen, 
remains in charge of Mr. and Mrs. J. M. Lorden as Super- 
intendent and Matron. The results of their administration 
have continued to be most successful and satisfactory as in 
the past. The number of people cared for during the year 
has been about the same as the average for the past few 
years. The buildings are all in good condition and the 
farm continues to produce large crops, which is a most im- 
portant factor in keeping the cost of maintenance down. 
Not only was sufficient produce raised to meet the home 
needs of the institution, but it was made possible to sell a 
considerable amount which materially helped to bring the 
cash receipts at the farm up to $14,582.66. For detailed 
statistics regarding the farm, we would refer you to the 
report of the Superintendent on another page.

Poor AwAy FRoM THE FARM 


In providing for the support and care of the dependent 
county poor, away from the farm, during the past year, the 
sum of $32,398 was expended. This is a slight increase 
over the year 1924. In this sum is included the care of 
children in private homes and orphanages. 


JAIL 


The Jail has continued under the efficient direction of 
Sheriff Geo. A. Wooster, as in recent years. 

At a meeting of the Merrimack County Convention, which 
is composed of all the members of the legislature from this 
county, held at the State House, April 22, 1925, it was 
voted to offer the jail property to the Union School Dis- 
trict of Concord for the sum of $70,000. After consider- 
able deliberation on the part of the School District, this of- 
fer was: accepted. In accordance with the vote and in- 
structions of the Convention the property will be turned to 
the School District on Feb. 1, and the cash received from 
the sale deposited at interest in the savings banks as direct- 
ed. As will be noticed, by reading the proceedings of the 
Convention in the front part of this report, it was voted 
that this money should be deposited in the savings banks 
to be known as the Merrimack County Jail Fund, the interest 
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to be used for the support of such county prisoners as the 
county may be liable. 

It will thus be seen that this fund of $70,000 is to remain 
in tact until further action by the Convention. If, in due 
time, 1t appears that it is for the best interest of the county 
to build a new jail, this fund will be available for such pur- 
pose whenever the County Convention may so authorize by 
majority vote. As the erection of new county buildings is 
vested by law with the Convention, they alone can authorize 
the erection of a jail or any other county building whose 
value is in excess of $1,000. The present jail is one of the 
oldest, if not the oldest in the state, and is far from meet- 
ing the needs of the present day. It would seem that if 
Merrimack County is to erect and maintain a jail, it should 
have a modern, safe and sanitary institution, but not neces- 
sarily on a large or expensive lot. Should there be any 
prisoners in the jail on Feb. 1, the law provides that they 
may be transferred to some other institution by order of 
the Court. 


FINANCES OF THE COUNTY 


The Treasurer’s Report shows that the total receipts from 
all sources during the year 1925 were $213,211.22. Total 
expenditures, $202,030.80, leaving a balance on hand at the 
close of the year of $11,180.42. There are no outstanding 
bonds or notes. Neither were there any unpaid bills which 
had been presented and approved Dec. 31, 1925. 

We are also glad to be able to report that the county 
taxes for the coming two years will not be increased.

REPORT OF THE CHAPLAIN 


To the Commissioners for the County of Merrimack: 


In my third annual report I am expected to tell what 
work has been done and the progress made. The former 
is easy to do but the latter we cannot forecast, as the 
farmer may do on a season’s harvest, for the soul’s pro- 
gress is not seen by human eyes, but it is known to Him. 
Twenty services have been held during the year, two 
every month except July and August, observing Easter, 
Mother’s Day, Thanksgiving and Christmas, reading and 
commenting on the admirable proclamation by Gov. W1- 
nant. The chapel service is inspiring and has almost 
reached the acme of perfection. Since Mrs. Chase has 
moved to Lebanon, Mrs. Lyle Watson officiates at the 
piano, assisted by Mr. Buck on the violin, Miss Ruth 
Currier, Miss Louise Starkweather and last but not least 
Miss Dorothy Watson, ten years old, who never fails to 
render a solo carefully prepared and committed to mem- 
ory. Mrs. Lorden takes a deep interest in this service 
and believes for the good of all it should be sustained. 
The largest attendance was reported at the last service 
in November. 

An encouraging word is often given to the sick or 
those in trouble and it would seem that when we become 
better acquainted these brief calls would increase. Nine 
funeral services were observed during the year when 
words of respect and farewell were spoken over the re- 
mains of our aged friends.

It was a splendid festival this year, marred only by the 
absence of Commissioner Holmes and Mr. Haggerty. 
Both were well remembered and all expressed the hope 
that next year would find them with us and back to nor- 
mal health. 
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The program was up to the high standard set on other 
occasions. A devotional service consisting of a Scrip- 
ture lesson, prayer and a brief address was given by the 
chaplain. A quartette composed of Chester Griffin, Ar- 
thur Leonard, Charles Scribner and Albert Manuel of 
Franklin favored us with several songs, a cornet selec- 
tion by Mr. Leonard assisted on the piano by his young 
son, Master Leonard. Readings and monologues by 
Miss Helen Bean of Concord, to the great pleasure of 
all.

REPORT OF THE COUNTY SOLICITOR 


To the Commissioners for the County of Merrimack: 


In accordance with the requirements of the law, I sub- 
mit the following report for the year ending December 
S15 19Z 3 

At the April Term of the Superior Court, the Grand 
Jury found 15 indictments against 12 respondents as fol- 
lows: 


Adultery 5 
Breaking and entering 3 
Embezzlement 3 
Larceny 3 
Non-support 1 


Of these respondents 4 were sentenced to prison, 1 to 
the House of Correction, and 5 paid fines and costs. In 
the other cases, sentence was suspended or the cases 
were continued for sentence. 

At the October Term of the Superior Court, the Grand 
Jury found 9 indictments against the same number of 
respondents as follows: 


Adultery 

Breaking and entering 
Embezzlement 

Incest 

Larceny

Of these cases 5 were sentenced to prison, 1 to the 
House of Correction and 2 paid fines and costs. The 
remaining case was that of a young girl who was turned 
over to the State Department of Charities and Correc- 
tions. 
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At this Term the cases of George Lohs and James 
Doumas were also disposed of by the respondents being 
sent to prison. These men had jumped their bail after 
having been indicted by the Grand Jury at a previous 
Term but after diligent search by the Police, they were 
located and brought back. In connection with these 
cases and that of Harry Cairns, the sum of $1,372.40 was 
paid over to the County by Abe Green, professional 
bondsman of Manchester, this amount having been de- 
clared satisfactory by the Court and the County Com- 
missioners. 

The work which has been outlined above constituted 
but a part of the work of the County Solicitor during 
the past year. Many minor offenses were handled in 
the Municipal Courts of the County and there was an 
investigation of every automobile accident in which a 
death occurred. In none of these fatal accidents, how- 
ever, was there sufficient evidence to justify prosecu- 
tion. 

The most important feature of the year has been the 
successful prosecution of a large number of the more 
prominent offenders against the liquor law in this County 
and during the last half of the year there appeared to 
be less violation of the law in Merrimack County in 
general and the City of Concord in particular, than has 
been true since 1917. This situation was reflected at 
once in a smaller number of arrests for drunkenness and 
in a general bettering of law enforcement through this 
jurisdiction. | 

This year has also seen a Satisfactory termination of 
the murder cases of State v. George L. Hause and State 
v. Leo A. Roach, in both of which the State was success- 
ful in preventing a new trial. Because of the changes 
in the office of the Attorney General, these two cases 
were handled by the County Solicitor when they were 
before the Supreme Court. In the Hause case the death 
sentence was committed by the Governor and Council, 
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so both these respondents are confined for life at the 
State Prison. 

The same satisfactory spirit of co-operation that has 
existed heretofore has pervaded the activities of the 
various officials entrusted with the enforcement of the 
law in this County during the past year. No cases of 
any consequence are pending at the close of the year and 
the situation in this jurisdiction as far as law enforce- 
ment is concerned seems to be very satisfactory.
